Newman (1965, 1996) identifies 16 consonants: stops/?, t, c, c, k, K", ?, fricatives 
s, s, I, h, and resonants m, n, I, w, y. Oral stops followed by ? yield ejectives. There are 
10 vowels: i, e, a, o, u and /•, e-, a-, o-, w. Short vowels are typically devoiced 
utterance-finally; n and ? are deleted in the same position. The final vowel or vowel 
+ glottal of a polysyllabic word is deleted before a word beginning with h or ?: 
k??alasi 'crow', k??alas hatiya-ka 'Crow listened'. Stress is initial. 
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
